Letter from Hew Mexico. 


From ao Occasional Con- «^oodent of the Gazelle.

Going southward on the New Mexia 


extension of the D, & R. G. railway Iro 
the junction at Antonita, the first seven 
miles of the route lies through a regie 
which, at this season of the yenr, is qui 
barren of vegetation, but which in tl 
summer furnishes paslurage for quite 
large number of sheep; and eoats. Fro 
1'almilla, i ij£ miles beyond Antonita, t 
line passes over a country sloping gent 
to the east orsoutheast, and which at som 
period in the earth's history, has be 
partially covered with an overflow of lav 
But-little limber is to be seen along tl 
line until Comanche canon is reached.an 
there it is scanty and small. In the fo 
hills to the west of Tres Piedras.howeve 
quite findrtimber is to be tound, and it 
from this source that most of the .ties use 
on the southern extension of the road hav 
been obtained. . 


Quite a number of the stations are me 


sidings, but. at PalmjUa, No Agua, Tr 
Piedras, Barranca, EmTindo, Alcalde an 
Espanola depots, section, bunk and-pum 
houses, water '°nks, or other buildings a 
to be seen. At Caliente one can leave th 
railway Tor the hot springs at Ojo Calient 
t smiles distant. Between Caliente an 
Bajianca one can get a fine,view oftl 
beautiful valley of Taos and of the town 
Don Ternandez, de Taos, on the other si< 
of the Rio Grande,/ sixty miles dis'an 
Soon after leaving Baranca, the tra 
begins to descend 'into Comanche canon 
-a ride through ^ihtch U ^uile excituL 
'the grade is he-ivy the entire distance an 
at places reaches four feet to the one bun 
dred feet, or two hundred and seventce 
(•etto the mile. Ihe maximum degre 
ofcurvature.is said to be 22°; but, at on 
point, where the tiara leaves the curve i 
a direction almost opposite to that wit 
which it entered it, the curve appMT t 
be sharper than this to the writer. 


The canon debouches into the valley o 


the Rio Grande, some~two miles above th 
station of Embudo. Here, for the firs 
:ime since leaving Alamosa, we catch 
;Iimrfse'of the waters of the Rio Bravo, o 
he Rio Grande del None, a stream whic 
rom its own specific character, from th 
a^iicultural capabilities' of its >ialley an 
ts scenery and semi-tropical productions 
and from the fact that the valley was i: 
he past the grand highway, up which 
streamed the Spanish-speaking races mti 
New Mexico and southern Colorado, and 
above all, for its historic associations, i 
one of the most interesting rivers on tbi 
continent. Opposite to the point of de 
bouchure of the canon is the mouth of Em 
budo creek, five 'miles up the valley o 
which is the old Mexican town of Km- 
>udo. 


From a point some distance above the 


mouth ofthe creek down to El Jpya—the 
ewel, some four miles helowt/ftie valley 
f the Rio Grande is quj!e_ .narrow anci ol 
ttle consequence in an agricultural point 
f view. In the future, however, it may 
e of considerable moment mmeraroci- 
ally, for "colors" of gold may be formed 
Imost anywhere in the sand bars of the 
ver and the gravel and alluvium of its 
anks. 1'rof. Silliman made last spring a 
ery promising report on the auriferous 
[ravels of that portion of the valley from 
mbudo creek to the mouth of the Rio' 
olorado, a stream which pours its waters 
to the Rio G'ande about twenty miles 
luth of the northern boundary of theter- 
lory. An eastern rompany in whose in 
rest this report was made, has since ex- 
ended } 150000 on placer claims, water 
grit, etc , in this region. This gold has 
een brought down by the streams from. 
ie western slope of the Sangre de Chnsto, 
ran^c which"in~Tts entirety is one ol the 
randest and most picturesque of all the 
nges winch form the rocky ridge-pole of 
e continent, and in whose southern por- 
m will doubtless be discovered fine lodes 
auriferous quartz. 


From just above U Joyadowrt to the 


end of the track at 1 spanola. some twenty 
miles or more the valley is a lovtly one, 
and jjosstsseb great agricultural pobsibili- 
ies.

Luceros, Plan del Alcalde, LI Na«i, the 
ndian pueblos of Chamita and San Juan 
mmedUtely across the river from Cham- 
la, and Santa Cruz across ihe river from 
Espanola, besides a large number of 
/>/tiroj or small hamlets. A little south of 
east from Santa Cruz is the old totvn of La 
Canada, a place of some historic interest, 
as it tu* been the rallying point of the 
Mexican and i'ueblo Indians for centuries.

Vldefonso 


The houses, being built of ajotx., plas- 


tered on the outside with mud, and having 
he same brown, reddish brown or choco- 
late color of the soil and surrounding land 
scape, are not so noticeable as the prim; 
painted houses ofthe eastern states,and one 
at hrst sight would not realize that there is 
realjy a_d«!nse population in this portion of 
the valleyT 
LverywTiere", excepting of 


course in the immediate vicinity of the 
fcrro carrit de Dcnviry Rio Gra«</V.there 
appears to hover over the valley an air of 
oriental indolence and a vision of centu- 
ries long past. Their carros or carts, their 
carretas or cauiages, their araiios 
plows, and other agricultural implements, 
are of the rudest description, I have not 
space to describe them',1 but an idea, will 
be gained of their primitive characterwhen 
1 say that the plow is at least cousin-ger- 
maine to the forked stick of Abraham, 
perhaps identical with the article used by 
Cincinnatus and Cato, but probably infe 
rior." But the,to them, modern chima^ra— 
the railway locomotive has entered the 
land, bringing the pushing, progressive 
Saxon who will change all this placidity 
and prirriitiveness. 


During the last three or four days of my 


sojourn in that section, the Mexicans com- 
menced to plow their/«7v«0,sow their trie- 
go or wheat, and to clear out the accquias 
madres or large irrigating ditches.

I under- 
stand, will not be opened till one or two 
months hence after the crops have-germi- 
nated and the -soil rm« become quite dry. 
The' wheat is usually sowed broadcast up- 
on the ground and aftei ward plowed in, 
the wooden plows of course 
merely 


scratching the soil and.thereby making a 
sufficiently light covering for,4he seed. In 
some cases they plow first apd sow after- 
ward, the seed 'being pressed into the 
earth by a log, which", unlike the "roller" 
of American farmers, does not revolve,but 
Ts simply dragged over trie surface.- - 


The Mexicans are a peculiar people as 


regards customs, dress and general ap- 
pearance. There is a , remarkable un 


f Dimity among them in their apparen 
apathy, their capacity for prolonged res 
their aversion to Soap and water, and 
their devotion to onion and chile colorad 
This last dish, of which the chief const! 
uentis red peppers, together with onioni 
tomatoes, frijoles or beans, and tortillas t 
corn.cakes, form the staple articles of di 
of the ma«es. 


In dress there are all grades and a 


sorts of combinations of the nationa 
dress of old Mexico, with that of tb 
United States, with a decided tendenc 
toward the latter, especially among tb 
better classes.

They will, however, take any- 
thing you may choose to give them, nnd 
expect an exorbitant price for anything 
they may have to sell. 
In negotiating 


with them for sale of lands for railway pur- 
poses, it is found that they usually ask 
at hrst interview about ten times as much 
as the land is wor,th and a higher price at 
each subsequent meeting, unless-v^some 
way occurs to make them beUeve they will 
receive a reasonable price or non. 


The houses, themselves of Ihe Mexicans 


are quite interesting to those who have 
never seen them. Having thick walk of 
poorly conducting material, they are warm 
in winter and cool in summer, but are 
sadly deficient in the matter of ventilation 
and~fenestration. 
Ihe'windows are few 


and composed of a single or at most foUr 
small panes of glass. There is in the or- 
dinary houses usually but one outside 
door, which opens into the sala or mam 
room. The entrance from the sala into 
the adjacent rooms is by what should have 
'no more dignified • name than "a hole in 
the wall." It is about 3] feet high, and 
the bottom is a foot from the floor,- so that 
one has to stoop low and step high in or- 
der to make a successful passage. . Most 
of the rooms have a limited amount of 
furniture of American manufacture, but 
all contain the Mexican colchon or folding 
mattress, which, like Goldsmith's chest, 
"contrives a double debt to pay," 
a bed 


by night and a seat bv day. The walls of 
the rooms are always plastered with ycao, 
or calcined gypsum, a kind of whitewash 
which is removed by everything which 
touches it. The inexperienced visitor is 
always sure to leave a Mexican casa with 
a white back. Entering the house of Jose 
Francisco Vigil, the largest land owner at 
Espanola, and,whose ancestors have 
been at that locality as far back .as the 
year 1768. -I fioupd a fine rooster, tlgallo, 
tied by the leg in the "best, room" and in 
training for a cock-fight far/ear el^

the sala, and a pitched battle ensued.

After her father's death and her subsc 
ucnt travels in Italy, she stayed in Geneva 
or the purpose of improving her knowl- 
dge of French. A distinguished painter 
lere, Mr. D'Albert Durade, received.her 
as a boarder in his- family, in which she 
pent the winter ot 1849-50.
